dred and five bodies of the victims 
of the Titanic Disaster 
have been 


picked up at sea by the cable steam- 
er Mackay-Bennett 
and 
are being 


brought back to Halifax, Nova Scotia. 
The captain of the Mackay-Bennett 
confirmed the identification of Geo. 
D. Widener, son of P. A. B. Widener, 
of Philadelphia, in a wireless dis- 
patch to the White Star line 
and 


gives information that the majority 
of the bodies will never come to the 
surface of the sea. 


Captain Larnder of the Mackay- 


Bpnnett sent the following message 
which was received today 
by 
the 


White Star line through the Cape 
Race wireless station. 
"Drifting in 


dense fog since noon yesterday. Total 
bodies picked up 205. We brought 
away all the embalming fluid to be 
had in Halifax which is enough for 
7 0 bodies. With a week fine weather 
I think we could pretty well clear up 
the relics of the diaster. 
It is my 


opinion that the majority 
of the 


bodies will never coine to the sur- 
face." 


Another wireless dispatch from the 


Mackay-Bennett has been 
received 


and says: "Bodies are in latitude 
41:35 north, longitude 48-37 west 
and extend many miles east and west. 
Mail ship should 
give this a wide 


berth. 
Medical opinion is that death 


was instantaneous in all cases owing 
to the pressure when the bodies were 
drawn down in the vortex."

PASSENGERS ON BREMEN 


Passed Through Wreckage and 


Many Women on Boat-Be- 


came Hysterical.

that the memory of it, still fresh; 
in the minds of the steamship's pas- 
sengers, cast a spell of grim quiet 
over what would hare been a happy 
home-coming for most of 
those on 


board. 


'At reduced 
speed 
the 
Bremen. 


steamed through what 
must • have 


appeared 
to be <a marine 
burying 


ground, strewn with wreckage and 
dotted with bodies of the Titanic'a 
victims, while 
in the 
background 


were 
the pure-white, monumental 
icebergs. 


T,he officers of the Bremen did not 


care to talk about the tragic spec- 
tacle, but among the passengers sev- 
eral were found who gave accounts 
of the dismal 
panorama 
through 


which their ship steamed. 


Mrs. Johanna Stunke, a first class 


cabin 
passenger, described 
the 


scene from the liner's rail. 
-« 


"It was between 4 and 5 o'clock 


Saturday," she said, "when our ship 
sighted off the bow to the starboard 
an iceberg. 
As we drew nearer and 


could make out small dots floating 
around in the sea, a feeling of awe 
and sadness crept over everyone on. 
the ship. 


"We 
passed 
within a hundred 


feat of the southernmost drift of the 
wreckage, and looking down 
over 


the rail we distinctly saw a. number 
of bodies so clearly that we could 
make o\\t what they were wearing 
and whether they were men or wo- 
men. 


"We saw one woman in her night 


dress, with a baby clasped closely to 
her breast. 
Several, women passen- 


gers screamed and left the Tail in 
a fainting condition. There was an- 
other woman, fully dressed, with her 
anms itight around the body of 
a 


shaggy dog. 


"The bodies of three men in 
a 


group, all clinging to one steamer 
chair, floated near by, and just be- 
yond them were a dozen bodies of 
men, 
all in life preservers, clinging 


together, as though in a last desper- 
ate struggle for life. 
We couldn't 


see, but imagined that under them 
was some bit of wreckage to which 
they all clung when ifche ship went 
down, and which didn't haive buoy- 
ancy enough to support them. 


"Those were the only bodies we 


passed near enougih to distinguish, 
but we comld see the white life pre- 
servers of many more dotting 
the 


sea all the way to ttie iceberg. The 
officers told us that was probably 
the berg hit by the Titanic, and that 
the 
bodies and 
ice had 
drifted 


along together." 


Mrs. 
Stunke said a number of the 


passengers demanded that the Bre- 
men stop and pick up the bodies, 
but the - officers assured them that 
they had just received a wireless 
message saying that the cable ship 
Mackay-Bennett was only two hours 
away from the spot and was coming 
for that purpose.

The Bremen was about an hour 


passing through wreckage, and dur- 
ing that time she sighted six large 
icebergs.

AMERICAN SHIPS. 


There recently returned to New York 
rom a trip around South America 
some one hundred and one citizens ol 
he United States, who united in sign- 
ng a statement which has been given 
o the press, deploring the lack of 
ships flying the American flag. 
The 


>arty visited Buenos Ayres, Argen- 
ina, commerce second only to New 
York in the western hemisphere, Rio 
de Janeiro, 
Yalpariso, Cantos and 


other great ports, "but at all places 
and at all times we have looked in 
•aiii for a merchant steam vessel car- 
•ying the flag of the United States," 
they say. 


Such a statement might be used by 


advocates of the ship subsidy scheme 
:o bolster up their cause. The people 
who prepared the statement, however, 
did not have subsidies in mind. In- 
stead, they argue that the principal 
reason for the lack of American ships 
is the law which prevents the acqui- 
sition 
of foreign-built vessels 
for 


American 
registry in foreign 
trade. 


This law, they point out, although 
intended to encourage American ship- 
building has 
not 
resulted 
in 
the 


building of American ships for for- 
eign trade. The cost of such building, 
in this country, they assert, is prohib- 
itive. 
Meantime, they say, American 


trade with the South American coun- 
tries is languishing and European 
countries are getting all the business. 
In this way American influence is 
minimized. The party joins in. this 
appeal: 


"This is the message we would con- 


vey to our friends and especially to 
those who shape the policies~of ofif 
country. 


"Remove this prohibition upon the 


American registration of foreign-built 
ships for foreign trade. 


"Let us buy cheap ships abroad, let 


them be officered by American citi- 
zens, and let them carry our flag to 
the people •who want to see us, and 
who are ready and eager to know and 
trade with us. By this simple process 
we shall take nothing from our sliip- 
yaids that they now enjoy, since they 
do not build ships for foreign trade; 
we shall add to our merchant marine 
and our foreign and domestic trade; 
we shall lay the foundation of a naval 
organization of the gieatest value in 
case of war with a foreign nation; and 
we shalr-establi-sh a real bond between 
the Americas of the Western Hemis- 
phere that .will be of vast, mutual and 
permanent benefit.

Lititle waves widen- 


ad in circles all around, as

vaves have ever had a habit of do- 
ng. 
But the phenomenon set Gug- 


ielmo to thinking. 
If one flings a 


iound into the air, he mused, will 
.here not be waves in the air cor- 
•espondmg to the waves on the wa- 
er? 
He surmised that there might 


be, and so erected a pole, with 
a 


Morse key on top of it, in hi£ fath- 
er's vineyard. A similar pole, 10 
miles away, caught the message, and 
then and there the impossible was 
accomplished and wireless telegraphy 
jeoame an accomplished ifact. 


Marconi was then 21. 
At 24 he 


sent a message across the 
English 


hannel, and the world gasped with 
amazement. \t 27 he flung a mes- 
sage across the Atlantic. Now tho 
miracle of yesterday bias become the 
commonplace ol' today. 
The accom- 


plishments of the Italian-Irish 
in- 


ventor during the last decade would 
till several volumes. What he pro- 
l/oses to do is more interesting. 


One of the Marconi projects that 


will soon become a reality ia the 
establishment of ia direct 
wireless 


system between London and 
New 


York. At present transatlantic mes- 
sages are sent between the stations 
at Clifden, Ireland, and Glace Bay, 
Nova Scotia. 
Under the new 
ar- 


rangement 
high-powered 
stations 


will be erected in the suburbs 
of 


New York and London for the 
di- 


rect transmission of wireless mes- 
sages between the greatest cities of 
the New and Old Worlds. 
Signor 


Marconi predicts that this 
system 


will be in operation by the first of 
next year. 


Even more ambitious is the 
ar- 
rangement between Marconi's com- 
pany and the British government to 
establish an "all-red" wireless route 
connecting Great Britain with Can- 
ada, Australia, South Africa, India, 
and, in fact, every part of the -em- 
pire. 
By such a scheme, with high- 


powered stations scattered 
through- 


out the world, the British govern- 
ment would eventuially become inde- 
pendent of cables. The preliminary 
plans provide for stations at Lon- 
don, 
Egypt, Bangalore, India, Pre- 


otria, South Africa, and Singapore. 


Although a resident of London, 


awd a patriotic citizen of .his adopt- 
ed land, 
Signor 
Marconi 
remains 


loyal to his -native country, and st 
the beginning of the Italian-Turkish 
war he went to Tripoli to superin- 
tend ithe erection or wireless sta- 
tions for military use. 
While there 


he made <a number of trips on the 
army aeroplanes and thus 
became 


interested in the science of aviation. 
Ho is now understood to be work- 
ing on inventions for the improve- 
ment of flying machines, but. has re- 
fused to make any announcement as 
to his projects in that direction.

of both 


shores of the Pacific ocean will be rep- 
resented at the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
n.Uional exposition by the finest as- 
semblage of displays that the world 
has seen 


Plans for the exposition are already 


matured, and for the next year the ex- 
position authorities will be occupied in 
building rather than planning. 
After 


that will come the arrangements for 
exhibits and the final touches on a pro- 
gram of 0'. ents of world importance 
tind interest. 
A notable commission of 


architects of national reputation is en- 
gaged upon the plans, and within a few 
weeks first construction work will be- 
gin, when grading of the site and the 
building of a sea wall which will serve, 
in part, as the basis of a magnificent 
esplanade along San Francisco harbor 
commence.

Issued by authority of congress, has

Hnjjland, it is known, will be repre- 
sented by her greatest Dreadnoughts 
when an international fleet of battle- 
ships assembles in the harbor of San 
Francisco upon the opening of the ex- 
position. Every state in the "Union will 
be represented at the exposifon, and 
the government of the United States is 
lending every effort to att.un in the ex- 
position a celebration ^hat will meet 
the highest standards of national pride. 
The people of California have raised 
more than $20 000 000 as their contribu- 
tion.

Japan, India, Australia, New Zealand, 
the Straits Settlements—the countries 
of Central and South America, and the 
United States' possessions—Alaska, the 
Philippines, Hawaii and Guam—will 
assemble displays which have never be- 
fore been equaled and could scarcely 
have been brought together at any 
former world's exposition. 
The orien- 


tal displays, as indeed those from most 
parts of the •« orld, will be shipped by 
steamer and landed directly upon the 
exposition grounds. In anticipation of 
an early start the Philippine assembly 
has already appropriated $250,000 in 
gold for a government display at the 
exposition.

Adjoining the Harbor View site of 


the exposition the government will ex- 
pend $1,800,000 upon the improvement 
of the Presidio military reservation, 
which will be really a part of the ex- 
position and -will be the scene of the 
greatest government service display 
ever made. 
The government fisheries, 


lighthouse, life saving, transport, as 
well as all phases of military life, will 
bo portrayed 
Transport docks will be 


built upon Sin Francisco bay at an ex- 
penditure of millions 
The state of 


California will expend $9,000,000, for 
which a bond issue has been author- 
ized, in the improvement of the San 
Francisco -water fiont along San Fran- 
cisco harbor, nnd when the exposition 
opens .1 wonderful mnrine boulevard 
connecting the principal sites of the 
fair and following the .shores of San 
Francisco bay along the commercial 
waterfront of the city, through the ex- 
position grounds and through the hilly 
slopes of the Presidio out to and be- 
yond the Golden Gate, will afford visi- 
tors a marvelous panorama not only 
of the exposition itself, but of the great 
hills that surround San Franoisco bhy, 
and tower np hundreds and even into 
the thousands of feet. 


Vast Fleet of Battleships. 


Shortly nfler the exposition opens a 


composite (leet of the battleships of the 
world will gather in San Francisco har- 
bor. From assurances now received it 
is anticipated that between eighty and 
a hundred foreign warships, in addition 
to those of the United States navy, will 
participate In the demonstration, and 
the sight of this vast international fleet 
anchored in the harbor and in full view 
of the thousands at Harbor View or 
upon th« varloua vantage points of the 
marln* koulevkrd will be one of the

fleet will first assemble at Hampton 
Roads by invitation of the president 
and proceed through the Panama canal 
to the Golden^ate. 


In harmonyTvith the plans of the ex- 


position authorities to place every pos- 
sible resource which California and the 
west possess at the disposal of the na- 
tion in providing the local setting for 
what will undoubtedly prove the great- 
est world's fair in history, the munici- 
pality of San Francisco will expend 
many millions of dollars in decorating 
and adorning the city in preparation 
for 1915, so that it will really be an ex-- 
position all in itself.

Golden Gate park is eight blocks in 


width. It faces upon the Pacific ocean 
and runs back into the heart of San 
Francisco O Five hundred and forty 
acres in the west end of the park will 
bo utilized for exposition purpo&es. The 
park today presents one of the most 
notable achievements in landscape gar- 
dening in the world. Koses bloom the 
year round, and palms and pines, exotic 
plants, lakes and littla lagoons present 
an ideal setting for the permanent 
structures of the exposition which will 
be located here. Among the buildings 
now planned are a great concrete coli- 
seum, which will be built around an ex- 
isting stadium and will have a seating 
capacity of 75,000. 
A huge marble art 


gallery, a museum and an aquarium 
will be among other features. A work- 
ing model oC the Panama canal will 
connect chains of lakes that are at dif- 
ferent levels.
